Hon. Mil. Ti-iiNicK said : Mr. Speaker, 
"iVoTiavo niiw an ived at tlie point in le-iisla- 
tive work at whieli it b;ooiijcs my duty to 
make the formal resolution before going 
into comiiiittee of suijpiy.

as much as I can tell them i expecting our 
airiiirs, and that, consequently, I may be 
tiniply taking up their time wiiliont giving 
any real information. But, sir, after fully 
con:',idering this, I think that I should, on 
tlii.s ocoa.iion, in a new House, and with 
many new members, go somewhat more 
fully into detail in the consideration of this 
Bubieet. 

licforo taking up the estimates for the 
coming year, it ia desirable to refer to the 
accounta of the year that terminated on 
30tli .J une bust. The leport baa already 
been preaeiiied to tlie House — it shows that 
the revenue for that year was in excess of

many purchasers. Consequently a largo 
number of registrations arose under it, 
greatly increasing the registry receipts. 

1 might here observe that this sale could 
not he objected to on the ground of large 
blocks falling into the hands of land grab- 
liers. As ii matter of fact, it was sold, as 
before said, in small blocks. There were 
many buyers, and to day a largo number of 
li07ia Jide. settlers are on it, anil very inuny 
improvcnieiita have been made. It is thus 
producing revenue in addition to that de- 
rived from its sale. I cannot but think, 
air, that this sale waa a thoroughly gnod 
piece of business, of advantage to the pro- 
vince generally, ojid not to be deprecated 
on account of its upsetting our estimates of 
receipts. 

Aniither item of excess is the Personal 
Property Tax, this was estimated at S-IO,- 
000. It produced St.'),O0O. This, 1 tliiiik, 
hardly lequires turlher notice. Then there 
is an excess of S.'!,'2'21 in the Wild Land 
Tax, being only such a difTerenee as in y 
arise any year eillier in excess or under the 
estimates, owing to iniprovenn nts being put 
on land, or more wild land being sold. 
These exces.-es over estimates amount alto- 
gether U) considerably more than ilio total 
exccis as shown by the summary ; hut this 
is eounterlialiineeil by the fact that .several 
ilonis fall short of what they were estiiii:iled 
at — ii'itui ly timber royalty, esiiiiiuted at 
5:40,000, but produced only §l8.;t,')li. 

The year 1890 was the fiiKt that this 
royalty was imposed, and there was very 
little to assist us in niiiking the cstiiiiale ; il 
was, I might 5ay, basi il on the great amount 
of timber land iqiplii d for, and the nuiiiher 
of mills to be erected. The mills, however, 
did not get to work, and the timber trade 
generally was dull, hence the fall rilV fnun 
expi ctations. Another decrease waa unilcr 
liiiilicr le.ise.-i, renewal leases ajiplied for not 
being curried out, but the largest amount of 
decrease was under Real I'rop' rty 'I'ax, and 
arose from ihc diU'ercnce in value placed on 
railways. After allowing for the-e dilfer- 
en 03, which could not be calculated on in 
advance, it will be seen that the actual 
estimate was very olosely approximate. 

We will now turn to the expenditure for 
the same year. This was estimated, including 
ilie supplementary estimate, which was 
voted last ycai^ OS $1,017,575. The aotuat 
amount paid out was $954,020, thu differ- 
ence arising principally from the fact that 
certain public works were not completed, 
or that they cost less than was contem- 
plated. On works and buildings the expen- 
diture was Sl.5,000 leas tba.n estimated, and 
on roads $18,000 less. In all cases there 
was gontl cau^o for the outlay not btiini; 
made at the time. After all this expendi- 
ture had been made, the result — and that is

This brings me up to the present time, 
and the estimates \vc have before us for the 
linancinl year commencing duly next. Tak- 
im; the revenue first, il will lie .'eeii it is 
estimated as f9()9,:i!ll, or S.'),;)(IO less than 
for the present year. Now, .sir, we 
don't like decreases of revenue, as tliey 
lead one to think that the revenue 
resinirces of the province are declining ; but 
this fall otr we look at with a good deal of 
equanimifcy ; for, on investigating it, we 
find it does not point to any declension in 
the province ; indeed, quite the contrary. 
The items, indeed, nf revenue which more 
distinctly deiiioiistiaie the iirogres-i of llie 
province are steailily inei casing.

This, it will be 
readily understood, arises from the change

HOW TJIK NINTH DID IT. v 

The I'laindealor liaa often mentioned the 
hei'oic Bervicea of the Afro-American troops 
in the Uniicd Stales service and tiikes pleas- 
ure |in republishing the followiuj; article 
takea from tlie Progress, of Omaha, Ne- 
braska :

Tlie iinporuuit part that Colonel Henry 
and his brave coliired troopers of tlu; Nintli 
cavalry phiycd in liriiigiiij; the threa'.eniug 
war to a speedy close 1ms been hei aided 
frum rica lo aea, und it waH the ai rii s of le- 
markuble and dangerous iiuuioauvrcs exe- 
cuted by the sable riders during the tweu- 
ty-four hours immediately following the 
biiLlIe of Wounded Knee that won for their 
impolnous eomniander the coveted stirs. 

Colonel Henry and his Negro battalions 
lay idle at Pine Ridge for nearly two 
months, awaiting some overt demonstration : 
on the part of the liostiles, who were hover- *i 
ing so suspiciously about the lands. 1 

'1 lien tliey were sent to intercept Big ) 
Fool's warriors, who were supposed to bo ' 
making for Sitting Bull's strougliold. Por , 
nearly a week tney scouted along Whito 
river, but tho wily old chief eluded them, 
and whi e they wore scouring the country 
along Porcupine, be was i.'iig.iging Colonel 
Foisy tile's command at Wounded Knee. On 
the day after the battle they made their last/ 
reconnaisanec in the bad lands, and found 
Short Bull's camp deaerted. The command 
reluriied to its old camp on the Porcupine, 
luid the evening meal had barely been dis- 
posed of by the tired troopers when a scout 
dashed up to Colonel Henry's tent with 
olHcial iufonnation of llie battle of Wounded 
Knee, of tho fight of tho 5,000 Ogallabs . 
from Pine Ridge aud of the attack on the 
agency. 

The messenger also carried an order from 
General Brooke for the immediate return of 
the Ninth to Pine Ridge. 

For the second time^ that day the bugle 
sounded "hoots and saddles." Tents.were 
struck, and at teu o'elook at night the/com- 
nmnd swept out itito the inky darkness in/ ' ; 
the face of a \ biting wind tnst sifted 'the; 
ncrt ly fallen snow in the eyes of officers and . ' 
privates alike. Within twenty minutes froiix. j. 
ilie time the order was received the Ninth : 
was marching for Pine Ridge, forty-fiye ' 
miles awiiy. 

They re.iched tho Dgenoy at daylight, and , 
were warmly welcomed by the crippled ' 
Seventh civrtlry and the Second infantry 
friini Ft. Omuha. The troopers suffered 
terribly from the resistless pace of tlmt 
forced ride. Many of them wore iislcej) in 
lliuir .saddles from sheer exhaustion, ai)d 
others were attacked with nausea, induced 
by the jolting tli(;y hud undergone. 

'J'liere was no time for rest, however, as j 
they had soiircely alighted from their liorses I 
when a courier galloped into camp to an- 
nounce thill the Indiuiis had altucked tlieir 
wagon trains, wliicli hud been unable to 
keep up with the troopers, despite the vig- 
orous exertion of the mule-whackers. There 
was an irresistible charge, before which the . 
saviigi s fled pell-mell fur slielter. The im- 
periled train was rescued, l)Ut at the cost of 
one troHpi'r's life and painful injuries to 
others. This skirmisli inflamed the Ogal- ; 
lalas and Biules, and before tho troopers 
could return to camp a column of smoke 
arose in the Nortli. Tlie mission was buru- 
ing, and again the colored troops were or- 
dered to the attack. Human endurance, 
however, had reached its limit. The men 
coulil no longer sit in their saddles. and ovmr;.;- 
llie h(>r.4cs lay down as soon ag they were ! 
tether< il. Tlic troopers, who had oeon in ■. 
llieir saddles Iweniy-tour hours, stretched 
themselves upon the ground to sleep. Col- 
onel Henry begged for two hours' rest for , 
his men. General Brooke granted it. The 
scarred but revengeful Saventh hurried lo 
the north, where the Sioux, were kindling 
liics, and was soon again in 'action. Tho 
liriiig giew heavier, and the bugles again 
summoned tho sleeping troopers. Three 
minutes later the weary cavalrymen and 
their jaded horses were sweeping up the i 
wagon trail, over tho bridges and down to 
the mission. Four miles were covore.d wh^a : 
tl'ey I- ti'.'lied a cf ovcflooking a valley : 
•.s lici t eiyht oonip;:.les of ill. Seventh v. ere ' 
liotly I'.igiitri.'d. In inulho!- half li<jur C'us- , 
ter'a o' ' re^^iiii' lit w luld !i ivc b-cr. Khii;-. to 
a man, after wllicll the viclnrioui s ivntjeT 
could have laid Pine Ridge in nshoa and 
dashed off to the liills like a whirlwind. 
But the black troopers dism lUlltod with ti 
yell, and, deploying as skirniishcra, swept 
the ridges with carbiiip and pistol. The 
.Seventh seized the ground tho Ninth had '; 
«-on for them, and after twenty minutes of ] 
d.sp"rale long range fighting the saVageS 'i 
fled ihiough the canons to the north. The ■ 
Seventh had been saved from annihilation 
and Piue Ridge from destruotion. The 
white troopers realized it, aud. after the 
battle black and white cavalrymeii clasped 
each other in the field. The Ninih'hAd rid- 
den 102 miles in twenty-four hoars', .tariied ' ] 
defeat into victory and brought the war to 
a close. It was for this that its colonel is'to ' 
be ft general. ' ^

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A WISE CONCLUSION. 

Afti r carefully considering the question 
of unniixatioii for some time, the Oregonian 
liua come to a philosophical conolueion. It 
-.has deuided that the United States docs not 
'need Canada nnd that the Canadians dn 
not want annexation. Tho lesson of tlie 
late election lui.s nor hccn lost on our dis- 
cerning contifniporary. It lias olj.servcil 
that, although tlie (i\iestinn of ainiLxation 
was all the time oropping up din ing the 
election discussion, not a single C'unudian 
politician, big or little, in the East, or in 
tlic SVest, venlurid to iippear Ijeforo the 
pi'ople of Canada as an udvocato of .mi exa- 
tion. This was very significant, and the 
Oregonian sees exactly what it meant. It 
says : 

"The United .State.s doesn't net'd Caniula, 
as it nefdeil Loiiisian.i. It ihni-a'i w.uit il, 
to sati.-ify the piii posts of any cnnti.ler.iblo 
part of tint J)- 0|ile, as it Wi.iiie.l 'I'exiis aiid 
California. Our people ai e wlioUy iiidillrr. 
enl to t. c uc(]iiisii ion of Can ula as a pi.l ti- 
ed move. W'p have territi iy eiiongh and 
popidation cnoiigli. C.mud.i oil' rs no .s|ru- 
cial teniptat ioii.-i Inun ii indiiaiy vnd .strate- 
gic point of view, lis potseosioii liy (Jriat 
.Liriiain does not thnaleii lis. Its aonexi- 
tion would nol stn ngti.en us. Indeed, it 
would Hc.i!;. n lln^ U.iiu-d Slatts, (Xlcniallj 
nnd int;jri,ally, I'y eiduiging our froniier to 
bo difindtd, and iiierrajing llie variety unii 
coniplrxity of our population to be acsinii- 
lated. Tlie hi.--t thing the United States 
•wants is to annex C.iiiuda. 

"Tlie las; thing the Canadians want is 
annexatii'ii to the United titati s. They ure 
pirtieularly well sati-iiod wiili their poli- 
tical status, uiid uu!l they may he. They 
CMjoy ad ihe sulisliiiitial advantages of in- 
dcpi'iideiujc, added to the p.iwei ful protee- 
lioii (jf agicat naiioii. They are tideralily 
loyal to (ireat l:rit:iin, as loyally goes in 
this practical generalion. They are seiiti- 
menially d- voted to the liritish crown, and 
appiirentiy perfectly satislied with British 
political iuf-titutioiis. They liave no admlr- 
atibil for the United States, its peojile, or 
its form of goyotnment. It they have any 
aspirations separate from the liritisli em- 
pire, they are in the direction of inde- 
pendence for Canada.' They would regunl 
iinnexation to the United Stutes us a loss of 
.present individuality and a surrender of 

" future mtionulity, OS well as a rupture of old 
associj^tions to which they are still deeply 
attucbod. Canada wants annexation no 

. more than we do." 

This, as far as Canada is concerned, is 
pretty near tho truth. Canadiuns would 
lilio to remain good friends with tlitir 
neighhors south of the boundary line. Their 
intercourse hitherto with the Americans liaa 
been pleasant and profitable on the whole, 
and they would like it to remain on the same 

• footing, or, perhaps, from a coinmereial 
point of vfew, a little clo.ser. Our conlcm- 
porary, however, is mistaken when it .s;iys 
that Canadians have no adiiiiratitn for the 
United States, its people, or its form of 
Government. It would be a singular thing 
if intelligent Canadians felt no admiration 
for the great nation wliosc growth and de- 
velopment they have watched, or for tlie 
pno[)lc who have done so much in so short 
a time. Canadians are proud to ehiini kin- 
dred with the citizens of the Great Kepublic, 

..and it they had to choose a constitution dif- 
ferent from their own, it would bo that of 
the United .States. If Canadians were not 
Britons tliey would lie A iiiei ijan.s. i!ut as 
the Oregonian says they are well Siitislied 
with their p'llitical sl.Uu--. Thoy have 
all the home rule they want. They are 
B trpngly attached to the Mother Country, 
a nd ure contented to remain as they are 
no.v for an indefanite time longer. Can- 
adian." do not believe in rendy inade nu- 
tioinditie-. 'I'lioy are ipiite willing to let 
their eoniitry and their conHlitution grow. 
Th 'y believe that at present its growth is 
healthy, and that its development is in the 
right direction. They are not much con- 
cerned about the future of their eouniry. 
Tiiey have faith to lielieve that its destiny 
is a high one, and thatlliey will arrive nt it 
in good time iiiid in a natural way. Tin y 
do not think that the process of nation. 1 
development will be quiekened or iin(n-oved 
by feverish agiution or liy tail talk of any 
kind. This is why theorists and speeulatora 
and professional nation-builders lue not as a 
rule very highly esieeined in Canada. 'I'hey 
find the jjeople c(dd and uncongenial, but 
the man who wants to work and does not 
talk too niucb, finds in Canada respect and 
appreciation. 

Our contemporary speaks of the "aRpira- 
ti ins " of Cimadidus. We on this side of 
the liiK! have aspirations, no doubt, but ju-a 
now we are hanlly eoiiHeioUH of iheni They 
have not as yet taken any definite form. 

. Oar. aspirations are the aspirations of nn n 

'•who are bound to do the work in which they 
are engaged well. The Oregonian is ecr 
talnly right when it coueludes that Cana- 
diaiit do uot aspire to become citizens of 
the United States.

It ini^ht be su[)- 
po ed that, if the c(uuliti(in of 
tho United Stales farmer generally 
is an enviable one, that oj the farmer in 
the State of Califorai-t nlual be particularly 
The soil and climate of that favored 
atiite arc, it might bo thought, such as 
would maiie tho life of the farmrr a perpet- 
ual holitlay. He hus no long and bitterly 
cold winters to contend with; not only does 
the soil produce fine crops of grain, but 
fruits of inany varieties can be grown on it, 
of the fiueat quality and in the greatest 
abundance. " If," thinks the northern 
farmer, "farming can be made to pay any- 
where, it must bo in California. He hus a 
fine country, and a market of sixty-Svo 
millions into the bargain." 

An article in tho Argonaut of the 28th 
in^t., if carefully studied, will i|ualify the 
opinion of the Can.ulian who is iiielined to 
bclieye tliat the United .St.itcs is the farm- 
ers' Punuliso. The subject of the writer is 
one which has au unpleasant interest for 
farmers all over the continent. It is farm 
morigagts. He says : 

"The inoitgaues on farm-lands are in- 
creasing ill numliers at a very raji ii rale 
throughout the United .Stales, and (.Miloi - 
Ilia is not bjller lliaii tlie re.^l of lli(^ Union 
in this rcspi el. During t be la-st I wo years, 
the iiiort;;ajes iipnn the ri^at-eslate of Cali- 
foini^i, oulside <4 .San Frinei-c, iircre.ised 
about f'JI,()(KI,(l(IO, whih- the iniprov. nicins, 
such as the ere lion of buildiim^. teiices, 
etc., made upon the cam i eal-i'siaie, 
ainounU d in v.due to about .<L',l)l)U,<lUU. Jt 
isphiin, tlieref<n-e, that, wldh: the' people oi 
the count V di.-triiUs of this s'.at./ have 
iKirioweil S'JI.OOIMHH), Ihey h.ive spent lu y 
S'2,llO(),0(K) 111 such iniprovemenis a.-, we liav. 
menlioned. What li ive they dune with the 
rest of the money ihey hm i owed '.' W'l- 
think it iirnl'alde that this (piestion can he 
truly ansuored by fay. ng that the farmer.-, 
Ix'ing uiialilc to make a living for them- 
seh es and their families liy tlioir labor, aie 
ennipclled to live on their capital. It is 
.said that the average annual income of ihi 
American faMin r is only .S.'iiJO. '1 his icp.e- 
senls r.ol only the fi uits of bis own labor, 
lint that of his wife and family as well. It is 
said, also, that, while the faiiner.-i arc |i^<> 
ing from BBVon to ten per cent, fir the use 
ol money, their average x>i°utits do n .t 
amount to more than five per ceut. on tlie 
capital invested." 

This does nol give the reader a very f.i- 
verablc upiiiion of the condition oi tke Cali- 
fornia faiiiier. In no jiart of Canada are 
t.u niers really worse ell' than ilie .Vmerie.ni 
farmer, « hose alfairs aio discussed in tlie 
above passage. But the sbadowd of the fu- 
turo become darker, if possible, as the 
iviiti r pioeeed.s. He goes on to s.iy: — 
"If f.irining in this state were a paying 
i ooeup.iliiiii, the v.ilue i f faini ng ^air' 
j woiihl in..'rei)fe exery yiar in-:te.id of d- • 
I cr. asm^', iiiid it is r)f no use to scalier ini 
I uiijraiiou paniplilels bro.dias; ovi-r tie 
Union and foreign eountriis, telliug the 
people idiout our wondei fii! elimaie and our 
undeveloped rcsouicis, when we know that 
nmny of the f o iiiei s here (in l it impossibh 
to make living and pay their deliti. We 
have a wonderful climate, and wo have ug 
ricultnrul resources su]iorior to ihosu of anj 
oilier state in the Union, but the grea' 
benefits which have been showered upon 
the fariiier.s of this aX^ta by Kjiture are 
more than eoiinterbalanced by the fac 
that they have to pay iiiteiest a 
an extortionate rate, and tliut, owing to the 
scarcity of currency, the prices received loi 
tlieir pi oduots are altogether too low. U i 
fii nily III licvo that California can be i«iadc 
the garden of the Union ; but tho farmers ol 
our Stale, like those of all the, rest of the 
Union, are at present sufToiing from high 
rules of interest and low prices. The seiid- 
ing out of immiciratioB p<niphlet<, whieh 
give a true account of our wonderful nat- 
ural resources, but which do not mcnt; >n 
the aforesaid unnatural drawbacks, sinipl.i 
help j to bring in more farmers to compete 
with those «Tio now fiml it almost impoab- 
ihle to make a living in this .Slate." 

It does .«oiiiid singular to see the farnie 
who lias ihe market of (i.-),(l(li),(l(K) open to 
him .Til d til It of ( 1 real l!i ilaiii, beside-', coin- 
! plaining of low prices. It Uilght be sup- 
posed to farmers so' favorably situated a. 
I high rate of interest would be of little or no 
' consequoiico, but it seems that these and 
other unnatural diawbaclis are in California 
BO great as to prevent (arming being a 
pr ditalile (leeiip.ilion. I'iie les-on to be 
learned from wluil we read about the eni- 
b^irrassments of the California fanner is that 
the market of 65,000,000 is not exactly 
what it is in Canada cracked up to be.

there are nniiy well informed people in 
ijiiebec, and iiltaough its educated class is 
not in any respect inferior to that of any 



of the other provinces, the proportion of 
those who can bo called intelligent is 
smaller In Quebec than in any other part of 

Canada. The number of persons who c»n 
reitlier rcaii nor write is, in proportion 'o 
the population, quite largo in Quebec. In 
the other prpviuces we should ; say that 
there are as few illiterates, ' as are to be 
found in communities of the aiiiuc 8i/.e, in 
any part of the coiiiiiicnt of Anicriea. It is 
didicult to say wdiicli is the most intelligent 
of the lOnglisli-speaking provinces. Tlie Mari- 
time Provinces are, as regards theintelligence 
of their inhabitants pretty much iu the 
same condition as is Ontario. The elemsnta 
of the population of both sections of tho 
I)i)minion are, as near as miy lie, alike. 
I^ngHsh, Irish and Scotch immigrants and 
their descenduiils, together with an adiuix- 
turc of the descendants of the loyalists, 
form the staple of the population of Ontai io 
and of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island. In the Maritime 
Provinces there are a considerable number 
of Freneli Acadiaiis, wdio are balanced by thu 
French Canndiaiis who have settled in 
Ontario. As to which is tho moro intclli- 
g ut, man for m«n, the population of 
Ontario or that of the Maritime Provinces, 
it is very difficult, indeed, to say. 

Ill Manitoba, the Northwest 'I'er- 
ritories and British Columbia the 
couditions as to population are dilVer- 
ent. These are, compared with the 
eastern provinces, new communities. 
Consc(]Ucntly, a comparatively small pro- 
piirlion of those eomjiosing them, aieiii- 
t.ves. The bulk of 1 In- pi ipuhit ion is formed 
iif imniiL'rauts from the older prov- 
inees, and from tho mother country. The 
iinmigrants from Eastern Canadaareinintel- 
lig-nco, above the average of their fellow- 
countrymen, and quite a large proportion 
of those from t lie I'rilisli Islands are men of 
e luealion. It seems to m that liie average 
of intelligence is higher in the weatcru 
provinces and territories than in Eastern 
Canada. Wo may bo mistaken, but that is 
the conclusion to which our observatiims 
have led us. But, whether we are right or 
nol, ail who know anyiliiiig of Canada wid 
admit thai it is nol an easy iiaitter to decide 
which of ilie Eiigli.sh-sp.'al; ing ciiiiniuiiH ies 
of Canada is the iiinst intelligent. I!ut 
whatever their opinion nniy be of ihe rela- 
tive intelligence of the provinces, none of 
them will do as tho London Daily News has 
done, give the palm to Ontario and (Jueljec. 

TUK NICOLA RAILWAYS. 

Two companies are seeking charters to 
enter the Nicola Valley. Tlie Nieohi Val- 
ley R-ulivay liill provide.s for the building of 
a line, from Spence's liiidge to^Nicola Lake, 
\\ here extensive beds of coal exist. This 
charter bus virtually been gninted, 
as it is now on the Orders 
lor a third reading. The promoters of the 
Kclieme an; hopeful of beginning coiislruc- 
tiiHi of Ihe road this year, they h.ivii.g ni.'iile 
pn liminary surveys, and are now engaged 
in testing the coal fields' which they have 
uniler bond for five years. 

The other company seeking a charter is 
the Nieola, Kamloopa und Sim.Ikameen rail- 
way , w ho ask for piiwer to construct a line from 
Kamloi.ps to Xleola Lake and through the 
.Similkameen to the boundary line ; and 
a'ao from Nicola Lake to Spenco'a Bridge 
over tho sam-j route as the one followed by 
the Nicola Valley Co. The promoters of 
the latter are opposed to this, they clainiiiig 
that the gianting of a seeond charter would 
prcdidbly result in the failure of both 
c iiiipanies to secure capital to construct 
either railway. Two lines are out of the 
question, as the road would be chiefly for 
the hauling of eoul to tho C. P. R. line 
for coking purposes, and the physical con- 
di!ions(,f tlie coiiiiliy are sneh as would 
prevent the biiildin_' of iiar.-ilhd iiiies. 'I hu 
surveys of the Nicola Valley Railway 
show that the Nicola river would have to 
be bridged twenty-two times. It is also 
pointed out that, should the line from 
K-mloops to the boundaiybc built, run- 
ning powers over the line to .Spence's 
Ih-idue eoiild b" i.eei.idril the Ni.ada, Ivani- 
loiips and .Similkameen railway — in fuct a 
clause cnuld be inserted in tho other bill 
making bucli jirovision. 

It is to lie Imped tlial a solution of the 
dillieully wi l be reiele-d Hilisfictory to all 
eonei rnrd. If i he t«o bills -.leie pabsed by 
the Ilonte, it would, pi rliap--, prevenl the 
building of either line, und tliiis defeat the 
end sought by the Legislatura in {^ranting 
the charters.

Owing to the 'enormously lauruuaed auiotinc 
ol work, it was, iadeed, found . ^uite lui- 
\i< Hsible to k«op up with it- without having 
a (litiuual ussiiatauiie. Tho iucreaao of cout 
in the two Registry ofiBcea and the Lan<la 
, and Works amountsto 810,080, hut aotuiiUy 
a considerable part of this was paid out lust 
yearuntlior tho head of temporary assistance, 
«uil ia no leal incieiiae. This Bssistauco is 
being now put on tlie pormiuiout staff. 

lu ilio Treasury it was found iin|iosaible 
to audit tlic Lands und Works iind L ind 
Registry hooks without extra help, anil 
consequently tliere is ;i small iiicrciisL' iiiuler 
this head. Under Legiaiiitioii appwara an in- 
crease of SI. 700. Tliis need not hu cvpLiin- 
cd, as meinl)Qra are fully cdgniziiit of the 
cause. Pnhliu Inatitiitiona and Hospital and 
cl-artiies show nii increase of ?l'J,(iOO. Thia 
ai- ses from tlio lur;^ei- deinanda of the coini- 
ti v with its iuorcabe<l popuhition, und is a 
Vuti; that will coniiiieiid itself to all. Under 
K iioation there ia an iiicreaau of S31,8"20, 
In;.- iigainst thia, u.j ih- other side, there ia 
nil aicreaaed return from tho city diatiicts, 
le viug the total vote 3117,001). 'I'liia 
du,,.s not, however, sliow the full 
co.it of education, as there appears 
under tlio liead of l'id>lic Works 
a v. to for 27 now school buildings and re 
pairs ?4r),0tX), making tho tot:d rducation 
vote 15193,000. Tliis is, undoubtedly, a 
veiy largo amount in proportion to our 
revenue ami population, but I cannot help 
thinking tliat it ia a wise upplicatiou of 
pul)lic money, such, indeed, as will ad<l to 
tho tdgh charauter of the Province, and one 
that ia eminently characteristic of the great 
liberality of our people. 

Tho nioit important liue of oxpeaditme 
is, however, that of public works. This 
amounta to §405,800, being $32,450 more 
than that for the prcaenb year. Of this 
$144,300 is for roada, attests and bridges. 
To this must be added about $20,000 more 
that st'inils in the supplenirntury estimnte 
to be expended before July ueXt. TliU 
large exp;ndiLuro on public works is 'of 
direct interest to overy man, woman and 
child in the Province. It ii a form of ex- 
penditure that hrings in a return of revenue ; 
by it wo ure opening up the province in all 
'directions. Knails and trails will, under it, 
bo made into llio valleys and rich mountains 
of tho Kootcnaya in tlie far .South, 500 
miles away, uiul up into the fair Chileotin 
plains to (Jolden Cariboo, 300 miloa to the 
Nn:-;)). luid in ! ho rich lands of Alberni to 
the West, looking out towards the setting 
sun. When we think of the 
groat diatducea these cover wo realize 
what an iniiaense proviiico thia is; 
how ni iiiy millions of aorea thi^re are in 
it, and after ailo.ving for mountains and 
alicnatcil hmds, wetind th.-it wo have hardly 
commenced to utilize its va.sk extent yet. 
We r''ali/. too, how great tho cist nuiat be 
to thoroughly provide this iinmeiiso pro- 
vince with all the re<|uireuient3, in order to 
open and develop it. 

Thi.s larg.i vote iun boen carufully ad- 
justed for the wants of every dislri -t. It 
is, of course, not aa much as ia wanted in 
most cases, but ia as much as we believe cau 
be set asirle at the pieaent time. Aa 1 have 
said before, this Government believes that 
the couutry recpiirea liberal expenditure in 
this direction, aud it feels couSdent that 
■■such expenditure will greatly promote the 
'progress of the province and add to its 
-wealth. Under the head of Miscellaneous, 
: -which includes Adverttaing) , Stationery, 
Postage, Telegrams, aid to Fire Depart- 
ments and Agricultural .sooictiea,. there is an 
increase of $(5,0iX), ariaiug prinnptdly frQm 
the large grants to agriculture and to a 
grant fur collecting data and information 
respecting all the rosources of the province. 

Turning now to the totals, wo hud that 
the expenditure is $1 ,13:i,ll!l, while the- 
revenue, after adding tho -*S(l,000 on hand 
to coniuienci! with, ia .■J!).S!),:!!I I , sliowing a 
dohu'oney of ^I4.'i,730on 'AOlk June next to 
be provided for. I have now, .Sir, gone 
through the I'ublic Accoanta for the \>int 
year — tlic approximate revenue and expeii- 
■diture for the present yearand the eatim itea 
for the condng year — making a correct but 
haaty review of thetn all, for tlio purpose 
of laying the financial nieiins and the 
requirementa of tlie Province clearly before 
you. I have curried thi-i review on up to 
July 1892, and hive n'(W to turn to another 
side of the auhject, which niy remarks have 
directly led up to. Tliat is the coniidera- 
tion of Ways aud Means. In order to con- 
sider this with iutelligenco it will bo neces- 
sary for me to trespas-i a little longer on 
your patience, aud to go hack to 1887. At 
that time there was a uoiting debt of §358,- 
'OUO, on which we had to pay a high rate of 
interest, and the revenue was not . at all 
-.equal to the calls upon it, the total being 
■4525,001), or only aboub half of what it is 
now,-'-'- ■ * ■ 
Taking thefie facts iuto consideration the 
■'Ooveroinenti of the time decided that, in 
the interest of the province, it was advisa- 
ble to raise a loan of a million dollars, an l 
brought in a bill for that purpose. Thia 
was, a5 a matter of courio, pretty vigoroni- 
ly ol)jecti,"l to by the Oppositiim, princi- 
pally on the ground, however, that the 
Governuii'nt w.is iiicip.ihlo of a proper u v; 
of the money, mid IIki-.. if the loan was 
raised it would be s<[nandere(l away in a 
year and nothing left to ahow lor it. 

Indeed, this h;is been the »iy every 
session, .since it was prophesied that on lat, 
July, 1890, all the million would bo exp'Uid- 
ed and a he ivy liiibililiy incarr«d ; but, .Sir, 
asamitler of luut, the loan ia not yet all 
«xpen!led. We still have a good amount of 
it iPU hand as I have alrouly shown, 
.and it has not been squandered. Wo have 
» very large amount of assets to show for 
it. i propose to glance hastily at what tho 
money waa s|>ent on, and what valuable 
consider»tion we have for it. The first 
amount to be paid was, of course, the float- 
ing debt, 8358,000.

Of this about a million was expended, as 
will he s. en, on public works, an I up to 
July, 1.S!)-', .ibout $400,000, more will be 
soused, making a million .uiil a half on 
public works in livi: yi'.irs, the expeniliiu:e 
on education during ihu same time being 
about ^600,000. I inivo said before that 
the revenue dcmoustratoa the prosperity of 
the country, and when wo take into oonaid- 
■eraiion tin: very largo sums expended, as 
just shown, an 1 know that the revenue is 
steadily rising year by year up to these re- 
quirements, it proves the truth of my re 
marks, and it' ia a aubject on which th..' 
country is to he congratulated, as Wf 
see that without ivny- apeciol effort, 
without in fact any strain upon Its resour- 
ces, and wdth light taxation it ta able to 
piiy its way. It is very evident that this 
large ex|)on'litnro on public worka ia not 
lost. A great deal of it is reproductive. It 
gives llie provin;o nio.st valunblo assets in 
ttio sh.qy of school buildings, court houses, 
and huiid eds of milej of roada and trails, 
And these ttssuts add to our reveuuo. By 



those public works the province is being 
op'-ned up and settled. 

I have heard it said in this House that 
thia Government can ahow no great work. 
I would point, sir, to the list I have just 
given and say that such \vork,s scattered all 
over the province iu places just where re- 
quii i d are tho most important kind of worka 
that can be undertaken in a new country, 
a" tliey are directly for the advantage of the 

h 1 population, und help to give comforts 
f ii • ne to-all. It has been said,' too,' very 
:' . Mi'ly by tho Opposition' that this Gov- 
. lont has no policy, but I say, sir, it has 
a very sound and broiid policy, ono 
that is well nppreciuted by tho 
people. Thia policy is "The develop- 
ment and udvaucemnt of the province.'' 
And the (iovernnient proves its earnest- 
noaa in thia direction by its actions. 

At the present time, with the condition 
of affairs that 1 have shown you, tlio Gov- 
ernment might ho inclined to bo lethargic, 
anil take it easy, being s;itistioil that the 
revenue was good and increasing; that it 
had lieen brought up in four years fiom 
about $500,000, to nearly a million dollars; 
aud that, therefore, it was not worth troub- 
ling for the future, all would yet be well; it 
would only ho necessiiry to spend on public 
works the same amounts as in previous 
years, and then the revenuu woulil be ample 
for all reiiuirenienls. 

I say, sir, if the (ioverumeut were so dis- 
posed, this v\ould be the time for them to 
lay oil' ami be easy. Just keep down public 
worka, and there will Ijo no care required, 
aa the revenue will more than pay all. Hut, 
sir, that is not tlie spirit of this (Iovern- 
nient; it believes that this ia a most im- 
portant era in the history of tHo Province; 
that it behooves overy one to be up and 
doing, as the wav« of prosperity is rising, 
and increasing in strength, and the Prov- 
ince must be prepared to take tho utmost 
advantage of it, and go forward on ita crest. 

In view of tins, the (.lovermiieiit lias de- 
terminod to boldly face the aitiialioii, to 
add largely to our public works of develop 
ment all through the Province — knowing 
full well that it is only by such meaiu that 
we can induce population to come in and 
stay with us; and thia population ia eaaeu- 
tial, to enable the Proirince to have 
the best edvanlage of the advancing wave. 
Thia ia the reoauB that we see these sums on 
the Esti'matea for such works in the coining 
year — ao largely increasing the regular ex- 
penditure. This means work and* care for 
the Government. It will, however, un- 
douliledly greatly promote the general 
good, lint, .sir, it curies our expenditure 
beyond our receipts, and entails the neces- 
sity of making a provision for such excess. 
1 am happy to say tin: (iovernnient is fully 
prepared lor the eniergeucy, with a scheme 
to meet all rei|iiireni 'iits, and aucn a one 
as, while p itting the (iroviiice in funds, 
will, at the same time, greatly add to ita 
name and credit in the great linancial cir- 
cles of the world. It is not a Imsty scheme; 
it lias been most carefully considered, and 
under corresponileiice for two years, or 
more. 

The achonie, in a few words, ia the taking 
power to issue a new loan, of such an 
amount as to provide for all tho special de- 
mands for I'ahlic Worka and, also, at the 
same time, pay off the existing loans of 
1877 and 1887, and coii.-olid.ite ilieni into 
one, bearing a niucli lower rate of interest 
I m ly state tliat ono of the beat, if not the 
very beat, uuthoriiies in London atatos that 
thoro ia no doubt whatever, that the posi- 
tion of the province is auch, that it can get 
what motley is wanted, at a ranch lower 
rate than oow, certainly npt over per 
cent,, and that i the debts can be converted 
had consolidated: '' No doubt, the 
conversion will have to be very care- 
fully manat{ed. It is not to be done 
hurriedly, it will take time, but the great 
advantage rising from its succeiiaful comple- 
tion will much more than make up for all 
time and caie expended on it. 

Not only will it bo a great saving to the 
Province, reducing interest, and releasing 
fm' immediate use the sinking fund of over 
S;jO0,OOO, but it will be iilacing P.ritisb Col- 
umbia f Hilda on the inai keL of the world, 
giving our own Province a financial status 
and credit which at preaeiit it has not got. 
Tills busiuesa, as I have before said, may 
take some little time to complete. The 
markets must, be waicheil, lience the neces- 
sity for placing tlie ( ioveriiinoiit in auch a 
position as to lie able to lake advantage of 
the most favorable opportunity. 

With this object in view it ia proposed to 
introduce two Acts, one to aulliorizo tho 
(joveriiiiient to bring the existing and future 
loans into the lorm of inscribed stock, thia 
being the favorite form of investnieiit in 
tho European markets now, and such as has 
been adopted by the Dominion, by Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, tho Cape, and all live 
colonies. This Act- comes under the Imper- 
ial Act, 1877, whicli jirovides for colonies 
is.^uing ills' rdi -d stock. The other Act to 
be introduced is one giving tho Government 
power to issue a new loan for the conversion 
of existing loons and for general public pur- 
p 'scs, I do not propose to explain thcao 
.Acta now, nor to go fully into the proposed 
scheme, as it will be a more op- 
portune time to do ao when the 
Acts are up for a second reading. 
.'\iid I feel that I have already detained the 
House far too long. 

(ientlemen of the Opposition have each 
year complained that my speech has been 
to. J short. I never presumed to take thia as 
ti coinphiint, though it might have liern a 
very delicate one, but laat yearaii additional 
compliment was made to llii; ellccttiiat I was 
too abort and too poetical. It is true that I 
(lid introduce poetiy on that occaaion, and 
the remarks were that it was out of place, 
and that generally my views of tliu pros- 
pe.;ti of the province were tuo poetical. 
Well, sir, I greatly ailniire good poetry. I 
believe, too, that it may he appropriately 
applied even to the Hiibjei;l now uinler con- 
sideration. It is, I think, certain that the 
progress of the province of late ia ecpial to 
any poetical imaginings I introduced last 
ye.ir. I only hope that on the present 
occasion I have not been too long and too 
prosy. I have endeavored to place before 
tho llouae a atraightforward and siinph: 
statement respecting our affairs, aud if I 
have succeeded in making all clear I shall 
be satisfied. I must thank you, sir, for your 
patience and consideraii m, aud I beg now 
to move that you do leave the chair. 

Mr. Turner sat down amid applause.

This savage, when g-overnor of the

and in-imitiveiieris of his manners and 
his entire freedom from Europeai; l;ab- 
its and notions. During' the period of 
■ command in the upper country a 
)ri nidier robhed a poor woman of a little 
j'afc ^Jk. The woman, not foreseeiiifi the 
jjl*-' hiid her complaint before the 
, J^V' ^,'-Vvlu) demanded her to point out the 
iyforit. Tliis beinj,'' done, the soldier 
ordered t'> be laid upon the trrouiid 
luM body ripped open. The milk 
ooiii.'J found i:i his stomach, the ]!ey 
puiti Ihe complainant, and, dismissing 
her, oljservcd: 

"Tlie robber lias been p\iiiislied; but 
had he been discovei'cd to be innocent 
the same punishment would have 
awaited you." 

It was the custom of this barbarian, 
jfsrho always moved surrounded by the 
terror of arms, to ride abi-oad aeeoin- 
panied by a number ni uiamehikes (or 
('.omestii' ^;lavc^ ), I'ach of whom carried
